S. Viet capitals fall to Communists 


SAIGON (UPI) — Communist forces 


overran three district capitals Monday 
and threatened to seize other cities and 
bases in the heaviest coordinated attacks 
in South Vietnam since 1972. 


In Ban Me Thuot, a provincial capital 


most of which has been seized by Com- 
munist attackers, nine Americans were 
reported safe with the outnumbered gov- 
ernment defenders who clung to roof po- 
sitions and one remaining command 
post. 


"We can consider that the city Ban Me 


Thuot has been captured," military 
sources said on Monday. But parts o( the 
city were reported still under govern- 
ment control at dawn Tuesday. 


On tho offensive from Saigon to the far 


northern part of the nation, North Viet- 
namese and Viet Cong carried out at 
least 69 ground attacks and 120 shelling 
barrages on government defenders be- 
tween dawn Monday and sunup Tuesday, 
spokesmen said. 


Major airfields at Blen Hoa, Plelku 


and Da Nang were shelled, and street 
fighting reported at Dau Tieng district 
capital, a former U.S. field headquar- 
ters, 35 miles northwest of Saigon. 


The Communists overwhelmed defend- 


ers of Due Lap, Hau Due and Tien Phuoc 
district capitals, all far north of Saigon, 
and took over the towns, spokesmen said. 


At Ban Me Thuot, Communist troops 


captured two of the city's three com- 
mand centers, but last-ditch government 
defenders holed up at an Infantry divi- 
sion basecamp inside the provincial capi- 
tal, 163 miles north of Saigon, field re- 
ports said. 


In neighboring Cambodia, rebel gunners 


pounded Phnom Penh's Pochentong air- 
port with a barrage of heavy rocket and 
artillery fire, destroying a Cambodian 
transport plane but failing to halt the 
American airlift of food, fuel and ammu- 
nition. 


Ten Communist rockets struck In and 


around Phnom Penh itself during the 
day, killing three civilians and wounding 
nine others. Four of tho rockets missed 
the city and exploded harmlessly In the 
Mekong River. 


In Washington, meanwhile: 
• Democratic and Republican leaders 


of the Senate called separately for the 
removal of President Lon Nol as a way 
to end tho rebellion in Cambodia. They 
said Ms supporters should be resettled 
elsewhere to prevent the "blood-bath" 
which President Ford and others have 
predicted if Phnom Penh falls to the 
Communist-backed Khmer Rouge rebel 
forces. 


• The White House said Cambodia has 


an even chance of surviving the current 
Communist attack if America provides 
extra military aid, a view shared by the 
U. S. embassy there despite Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey's report to the contrary. 


• The House Appropriations Com- 


mittee approved a $3.5 billion foreign aid 
money bUl which does not include the 
controversial $522 million President Ford 
wants for Southeast Asia.

Oswald told truth when he denied 
killing JFK: former CIA official 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A former CIA 


official said Monday he had determined 
with a new lie detector device that Lee 
Harvey Oswald told the truth when he 
denied killing President John F. Kenne- 
dy. 


George O'Toole, author of a new book 


on tho subject, "The 
Assassination 


Tapes," said his conclusions are based 
on a electronic analysis of voice record- 
ings of Oswald and other figures in the 
case. The study, he said, shows that per- 
haps a dozen persons not accused of the 
crime lied about various aspects of it. 


O'Toole, who charged that Oswald was 
"framed," told a news conference he will 
have more developments backing up his 
conspiracy theory "very shortly." At the 
moment, though, he said he does not 
know who did kill Kennedy. 


But he said he reached the "In- 


escapable" conclusion "that at least 
some of the people who framed Lee Har- 


vey Oswald were members of the Dallas 
police." 


He said the Warren Commission had 


no choice but to find Oswald guilty. 


"This was a very, very dangerous time 


In our history," he said. "If the Warren 
Commission had come in with an open 
verdict, how many people would have 
said that Lyndon Johnson did it?" 


"President Kennedy was killed by a 


conspiracy," said O'Toole, former chief 
of the CIA problem analysis branch. 
"The man who paid with his life for that 
crime in the basement of the Dallas City 
Hall was innocent." 


The Psychological Stress Evaluator 


used by O'Toole in putting together his 
theory, indicates when stress is present 
in the human voice. Stress, he said, is an 
indication the speaker Is lying. 


There was no stress in his voice, he 


said, when Oswald answered "no" to the 
important question — did he shoot any- 
one? 


"The absence of stress is a sufficient 


condition of truthfulness ... Oswald de- 
nied shooting anybody — the President, 
tho policeman J. D. Tippitt, anybody. 
The psychological stress evaluator said 
he was telling the truth." 


In other CL\ news Monday: President 


Ford said he won't permit U.S. participa- 
tion in political assassinations and ex- 
pects Senate investigators to examine 
any such past practices during their CIA 
investigation. 


Press Secretary Ron Nessen was be- 


sieged at his briefing with questions 
stemming from published accounts of al- 
leged American involvement in plots to 
kill leftist leaders. 


In the latest news stories, U.S. agents 


are alleged to have participated in plots 
against tho lives of leftist leaders Fidel 
Castro of Cuba, Patrice Lumumba of the 
Congo and Rafael Trujillo of the Domini- 
can Republic. 


Meany sees mortgage foreclosures 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - With jobless- 


ness rising and workers running out of 
unemployment benefits, AFL-CIO Presi- 
dent George Meany predicted Thursday 
"an avalanche" of foreclosures on home 
mortgages. 


Meany also told the National Housing 


Conference the federal government must 
immediately make available some 6 per 
cent subsidized home mortgages for 
people with low or moderate paying jobs 
to get the housing industry moving 
again. 


An upsurge in home purchases at the 


subsidized rate would provide stimulus to 
other segments of the economy and help 
end the recession, the labor chief said. 


Thomas R. Bomar, chairman of the 


Federal Home Loan Bank Board, said 
despite some $5 billion deposited in sav- 
ings associations and mutual savings 
banks in January, the average rates for 
mortgages will not drop substantially 
lower than tho 9 per cent level that pre- 
vails now. 


Moany said unemployed workers will 


soon be running out of jobless insurance 
benefits and be unable to make their 
monthly mortgage payments. 


Elsewhere, the Commerce Department 


said retail sales increased slightly in 


February on the strength of higher auto 
sales. But an expert on consumer atti- 
tudes said Americans still arc holding on 
to their pocketbooks. 


It was the third increase in retail sales 


in as many months after three con- 
secutive months of decline. 


The 0.5 per cent February increase 


was down sharply from tho 2.5 per cent 
increase in January. 


In Ann Arbor, Mich., the director of a 


consumer survey said Americans are 


holding on to their money because they 
are uncertain about their finances and 
what the government will do to fight the 
recession. 


Soles last month were up 6.9 per cent 


from February, 1974, meaning volume 
actually decreased when an inflation rate 
of nearly 12 per cent is figured. 


In other economic news: 
• The House rejected President Ford's 


proposal to cut federal spending by more 
than $1.2 billion — most of it in health 


and education programs — and approved 
instead a cut of only $16.4 million. 


• Two Senators insisted on pushing for 


an end to the oil depletion allowance de- 
spite warnings it could hold up passage 
of a tax rebate. Sens. Ernest F. Rollings, 
D-S.C., and 
Edward 
M. Kennedy, 


D-Mass., indicated they might com- 
promise by allowing continued depletion 
for smaller producers. But they would 
not budge from their plans to offer the 
depiction repeal as an amendment to a 
pending tax cut bill. 


Kissinger hopes to arrange Cyprus talks 


ANKARA (UPI) - Secretary of State 


Henry A. Kissinger arrived here Monday 
from Israel to try to arrange new talks 
between Turkey and Greece on the fu- 
ture of Cyprus. He left his latest Middle 
East peace mission for a day so that Is- 
rael can decide its next move in negotia- 
tions with Egypt. 


Kissinger said he remained hopeful 


that an Israeli-Egyptian agreement over 
a second stage Israeli withdrawal in 
Sinai can be reached. He said there were 
"no unanticipated problems," but re- 


fused to discuss any details of his first 
round of separate talks over the past 
three days with Egyptian President An- 
war Sadat and Israeli Premier Yitzhak 
Rabin. 


In Egypt, Sadat said his betting was 


about four to one that Kissinger will 
bring about a second stage agreement on 
a further Israeli troop withdrawal on the 
Egyptian front. 


In Jerusalem, Israeli government 


sources said there was no certainty "and 


possibly even some doubt" that Kissin- 
ger will be able to achieve a new Israeli- 
Egyptian disengagement agreement in 
the Sinai. 


In Turkey, Kissinger has two aims: to 


get agreement on resumption of talks 
with Greece over Cyprus — broken off 
last month when Turkish Cypriots de- 
clared the northern third of the island a 
separate state — and where they might 
be held. The United Nations has been 
suggested as a possibility.

With the spring gardening season just 


around the corner the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District is beefing up its promo- 
tion of Nu Earth, the air-dried sludge the 
district touts as the solution to the fertili- 
zer shortage. 


Last year, with the increase in fertili- 


zer prices, the district was able to give 
away enormous quantities of Nu Earth, a 
black dirt-like substance which provides 
both fertilizer and humus to gardens and 
lawns. 


The district has made air-dried sludge 


available to local residents since 1927. In 
the early years the MSD ran newspaper 
advertisements hoping to encourage gar- 
deners to haul away the air-dried sludge. 


But it is only recently with the steep 


hike in the price of commercial fertili- 
zers and attention to ecology that the dis- 
trict has been able to convince local resi- 
dents that air-dried sludge is worth us- 
ing. 


LAST YEAR the district gave away 


98,000 cubic yards of Nu Earth, an 
amount equivalent to five years' worth of 
accumulation from the district's sewage 
treatment plant. 


The district currently has 500 back or- 


ders for truckloads of Nu Earth. In addi- 
tion, the district allows the public to haul 
away Nu Earth in any quantity, from a 
bushel basket to a truckload from the 
North Side Sewage Treatment Plant in 
Skoklo and the West-Southwest Sewage 
Treatment Plant in Stickney. 


The district will promote use of Nu 


Earth with its 2,500-square-foot display 
at the Chicago Flower and Garden Show 
April 5-13 at McCormick Place. 


The district also will produce a movie 


this year to promote use of Nu Earth and 
explain the district's use of the fertilizer 
to reclaim strip-mined land in Fulton 
County.

FULLE CALLED a press conference in 


DCS Plaines to protest federal prose- 
cutors' unwillingness to disclose evidence 
in the case. "The government has turned 
off the faucet on us. This is not the 
American way," he said. 


Attorneys for Fulle began filing a 


series of motions Monday to "test the 
indictments and to seek 
information 


about government witnesses and the fed- 
eral charges," Jacobs said. A hearing on 
the motions is scheduled April 4 before 
U.S. District Court Judge Abraham L. 
Marovitz. 


After two meetings with federal prose- 


cutors, Fulle's attorneys have been 


unable to determine when or where the 
alleged payoffs occurred, what state- 
ments Onger, Izzo or Adams have gi\en 
prosecutors and who the other prose- 
cution witnesses arc. 


"The government says that in their en- 


tire investigation, they have not found 
any evidence favorable to me," Fulle 
said. The dates and places of the alleged 
payoffs are important, Fulle said, be- 
cause "if I happened to be in Nassau on 
that day then that part of the case 
wouldn't get to trial 


JACOBS AND FULLE disclosed that a 


Fulle defense fund may be established. 
"A guy can end up in hock the rest of his 
life, even if he's innocent" when defend- 
ing against a federal indictment, Fulio 
said. 


Fulle criticized 
the Chicago nc\\s 


media, for "unfair coverage" of the in- 
dictment, and township committecmen 
who have demanded his resignation as 
county GOP chairman. 


Only eight of 80 committeemen are 


"making the resignation noise," he said 
while adding that at least a dozen com- 
mittecmen will resign if he steps down. 


Fulle last week began a leave of ab- 


sence as GOP chairman. 


The 12 per cent increase applies to 


teachers with at least three years of ex- 
perience. Walser said the teachers' or- 
ganization and administration said during 
the first two years of teaching, teachers 
are still learning. 


THE BASE PAY will be $D,200 as com- 


pared to $8,650 this year. Teachers with 
three years' experience and less than 
nine semester hours will receive $10,384 
as compared to $9,255 this year. 


Tom Rusk, board member, voted 


against the salary increase preferring a 
schedule that would encourage teachers 
to continue their education. 


Rusk proposed that teachers receive 


only an 8 per cent increase if: they have 
received nine semester hours of credit 
and have four or more years experience; 
if a teacher has received less than 17 
semester hours of credit with more than 
six years experience; and teachers that 
have not received a master's degree af- 
ter 10 years experience. 


"We're talking about improving our- 


selves as professionals," Rusk said. 


WALSER ALSO said the estimated 


revenue for the education fund next year 
is about $1.2 million, an increase of about 
$100,000 over this year. Expenditures in 
that fund next year are estimated at $1.3 
million, an increase of about $200,000. 


He said the salary schedule accounts 


for the majority of the education fund 
budget. With the proposed salary sched- 
ule the district would have a balance of 
about $143,000 after the 1975-76 school 
year compared to $263,000 at the end of 
this year. 


Board members also are considering 


providing dental insurance as a fringe 
benefit for teachers in tho district. They 
delayed action on the insurance to get 
comparative policies from various insur- 
ance agencies.

Larson refused to spell out details of 


the budget until Wednesday when village 
board members receive budget figures. 


In a summary report of the budget, an- 


ticipated revenue falls about $176,000 
short of projected expenditures. Larson 
said cash-on-hand funds accumulated 
from prior years will be used to make up 
the difference. 


Last year's projected budget was about 


$3.1 million. The village apparently will 
spend less than budgeted, about $2.9 mil- 
lion.

Bahamian isle resort 
freedom at its zenith

along a rocky promontory — beachcombing as they go.

CAPE ELEUTHERA, Bahamas — The long, narow island 


of Elcuthera derives its name from the Greek word for "free- 
dom," and a more appropriate designation would be hard to 
find. 


There are no traffic jams, no crowded streets, no pollution 


and none of the other ills that beset industrialized society. 
One of the loudest noises a visitor is likely to hear is the 
sound of a motorboat passing by on a fishing trip. 


Tucked away in the southwestern corner of the Island is 


Cape Eleuthera, one of the newer resort developments in the 
Bahamas' so-called Out Islands ('Out' because they're away 
from the capital city of Nassau). Here, the serenity of the 
island is accentuated by expanses of palm-tree-shaded beach, 
a remarkably clear azure sea and some of the finest deep-sea 
fishing anywhere in the Bahamas. 


Formerly known as Powell's Point, the Cape Elcuthera 


area traditionally has been the locale of world records and 
near world records for marlln, sailfish, wahoo and dolphin. 
Charter boats and guides, available at the resort's docks, 
leave daily with stateside fishermen for the abundant game- 
fish areas. 


An IB-hole golf course is among the most photogenic in the 


sun islands. Fairways are bounded by stands of brilliant tro- 
pical flowers and luxuriant trees, and the fourth hole, which 
rims the ocean, has been likened to Pebble Beach course in 
California. The fifth hole is particularly tough, with water on 


both sides and a green that knifes inland from the beach into 
a semicircle of tropical foliage. 


GUEST FACILITIES at Cape Eleuthera consist of 78 villas, 


each \Mth private bath, sitting room and balcony. Nearby is 
the marina, which can accommodate vessels up to 200 feet, 
and a free-form swimming pool, deck bar and yacht club 
dining room. Summer and fall rates run from $21 for a single 
room, without meals, to $59 for a double room until breakfast 
and dinner included. 


Dining at Cars Eleuthera is a genuine treat. Menus are 


prepared by a European chef, whose specialties include fish 
and other seafood taken from the Eleutheran waters each 
day. 


Aside from fishing, boating, swimming and diving ex- 


peditions, the Cape Elcuthera visitor will find a host of land- 
lubber's delights in tho area. Caves and coves galore dot the 
coastline and provide artistic photographic subject matter 
ami some amateur exploring for the more adventurous. 


CAMERA BUFFS also shouldn't overlook the picture possi- 


bilities from scattered rocky ridges abo\e the sea. Seascapes, 
long popular with Bahamian artists and photographers, fre- 
quently are created scenes in the immediate area. 


There's also shelling to be done along the shoreline and 


sightseeing in the tiny Bahamian villages of the area. Chats 
with the friendly local people often lead to engaging talcs of 
Eleutheran history and folklore that you'll never forget. But 
Bahamians are shy, so be prepared to take the lead in any 
conversation.

Bottle ban 
can work here 


If a ban on non-returnable bottles 


can help to preserve the natural 
bciuity of the Pacific Northwest, 
then it certainly can work in Illi- 
nois to keep our parks and high- 
ways free of litter. 


Throe years ago the Oregon leg- 


islature passed a law which re- 
quires all beer ami soft drink cans 
and bottles to carry a deposit. That 
law was passed over the objections 
of canning and bottling interests, 
who charged that the ban was im- 
practical and would work hardship 
on their industry. 


Hut the law has worked, for the 


return rate on deposit bottles in 
Oregon has increased and the 
amount of litter caused by bottles 
and cans has decreased by 131 per 
cent. Studies have also shown that 
while litter was disappearing, the 
sales volume of beer and sod 
drinks was Increasing. 


The bottle ban has proved to be a 


simple, straightforward approach 
to the vexing problem of litter — 
and it's the kind of approach that 


can easily be applied to help keep 
Illinois free from the clutter of dis- 
carded bottles and cans. 


Illinois, in fact, is considering 


such a law. But the Illinois Pollu- 
tion Control Board has taken no ac- 
tion on the proposal for the past 
three years and after 14 public 
hearings. Gov. Walker has failed 
to fill three vacancies on the board, 
and that may be one reason for 
this state's hesitancy to 
follow 


Oregon's good example. 


The gist of the Oregon ban is 


plain, simple economics: a person 
who in the past was willing to 
toss a bottle out of a car, or leave a 
sack of beer cans on a camp site, is 
now unwilling to sacrifice the few 
pennies he's invested in a deposit 
on the glass or metal. 


For the sake of the Oregon coun- 


tryside, it's proved to be good eco- 
nomics — and we believe that the 
lesson of the Oregon bottle ban 
makes good sense for the sake of 
the Illinois environment, too. 


Clinic meets needs 


Anyone who doubts that many 


young persons are facing serious 
adult-like problems should look at 
the 1974 record of success for the 
Crossroads Clinic in Palatine. 


The Clinic, subject of a major 


controversy in 1974 when it sought 
f e d e r a l revenue-sharing funds, 
served twice as many teen-agers 
last year as it did in 1973.

Reviews abortion decision 


In the wake of the Dr. Edelin case (in 


which he was convicted of killing a 24- 
week born-alive fetus), it behooves us to 
once again study the Supreme Court rul- 
ing on abortion, and reflect upon the 
chaos it has created for society and the 
medical profession. Many people still be- 
lieve that tho Supreme Court legalized 
abortion only during the first three 
months of pregnancy. Actually, the un- 
born child's life can be legally termi- 
nated at any time before birth. 


The court handed down its abortion 


ruling in three parts, corresponding to 
the three trimesters of pregnancy. Dur- 
ing the first trimester, the court decreed 
that the procedure is strictly up to the 
woman, and the state may make no laws 
regarding abortion. Since the state is not 
allowed to interfere, we are now seeing 
unscrupulous abortion clinics springing 
up — in one such "clinic," an osteopath 
was performing abortions, and in anoth- 
er, a male urine sample showed the sub- 
ject was "pregnant." 


During the second trimester, tho state 


may make laws regulating abortions, but 
may not forbid them. Since second-tri- 
mester abortions require risky proce- 
dures, many states require that a woman 
be admitted to the hospital. This was the 
case in the Edelin trial, where both a 
burning salt solution and a cacsarian 
section were needed to kill the child. 


During the third trimester, the court 


has decided that the rights of the fetus 
may be important enough for the state to 
safeguard, but not if the mother's health 
is in jeopardy. "Health" in this instant 
has been defined not only as physical, 
but also emotional, mental, social or 
familial. Thus, if an eight-month-preg- 
nant woman's husband asks her for a di- 
vorco, her "familial" health could be en- 
dangered, and she would probably be en- 
titled to an abortion. 


Several thousand such late-aborted in- 


fants have been born alive, and left to 
die with no care or life supports. Said 
one doctor in a recent Newsweek inter- 
view: "It's terrible. You cut a hole in the 
uterus and take the baby out and put it 
in a basin. It's a little kid. It wiggles and 
lets out some squeaks. Somebody covers 
it up. Sometimes it lives for an hour or 
two." 


To a pro-lifer, it makes no difference 


whether our country is butchering chil- 
dren of six weeks or six months gestation 
— we are still appalled at such legalized 
carnage. But those who feel that a 
baby's size somehow determines his hu- 
manity should consider what the Su- 
preme Court decision has done to these 
children, and to our reputation as a na- 
tion of civilized human beings.

WASHINGTON — For years, scien- 


tists, pseudo-sophisticates and 
pointy-headed intellectuals have tried 
to stamp out superstition on grounds 
it is rooted in ignorance, hinders 
progress and fosters irrationality. 


Now, apparently, psychologists are 


beginning to recognize that super- 
stition plays a useful role in promot- 
ing mental health. 


If we keep our fingers crossed, 


maybe it will come to have practical 
benefits as well. 


One researcher willing to say a 


kind word for superstition is Lucille 
Hollander Blum, senior supervisor at 
New York's Postgraduate Center for 
Mental Health. 


The magazine Human Behavior 


quotes her as saying that abiding by 
superstitions may serve to release 
tension. 


"A further point in favor of super- 


stition is the potential for promoting 
confidence and raising self-esteem," 
she adds. 


In a survey she found that nearly 


everyone adheres to at least a few of 
the 80,000 superstitions presently ex- 
tant in this country. 


Although $130 million a year is 


spent on rabbits' feet and other su- 
perstitious equipment, it is obvious 
that the economic potential has bare- 
ly been touched. 


I am thinking in particular of how 


superstitions could help President 
Ford achieve his goals in energy con- 
servation. 


In seeking voluntary compliance 


with various measures to reduce 
energy consumption, Ford made the 
mistake of appealing to the public's 
rational side. 


He told us. for example, that if we 


lowered our thermostats to 68 de- 
grees it would help hold down heat- 


ing costs and preserve dwindling fuel 
supplies. 


Response to this appeal to our in- 


tellect was disappointing, to say the 
least. 


What Ford should have done was 


have the word bruited about that 
goosepimples bring good luck. 


Once that caught on as the nation's 


80,0l)lst superstition, home furnaces 
across the land would have started 
ticking off at 63 or maybe even GO 
degrees. 


Telling us that fast driving wastes 


gasoline, contributes to pollution and 
runs up the traffic death toll, does 
little to make us observe the 55 mph 
speed limit. 


But had we been persuaded that 


passing another car is bad luck, most 
motorists would have turned into re- 
tired maiden schoolteachers driving 
to church on Sunday morning. 


Properly channeled, superstition 


power also could become a mighty 
force for social good as well as an 
economic boon. 


Let it be known in high crime 


areas that brandishing a handgun be- 
fore sundown is tantamount to walk- 
ing under a ladder and the daylight 
robbery rate would drop overnight.

Right and wrong exercises for breasts 


I have been dieting for the past two 


months and successfully. The only prob- 
lem is that my breasts arc getting flab- 
by. Yuck! I'm doing exercises, but none 
arc helping my breasts to firm up. 


Do you know any exercise that I can 


use for my breasts while dieting? I don't 
want to ruin my new figure of the future 
with saggy breasts. 


Doesn't wearing a bra promote sag- 


ging? Should I wear a bra while doing 
the exercises? 


If breasts were muscles I suppose ex- 


ercises would enlarge them, but they arc 
not. Breasts are mostly fat. Interspersed 
among the fat tissue arc the glands that 
are there to form milk. The rest of the 
organ is made up of fiberous tissue and 
ligaments. 


The breast itself enlarges when the 


amount of fat is increased or when the 
breast is filled with fluid, as when dis- 
tended with milk. Fluid retention before 
the menstrual period also will cause the 
breasts to enlarge. And, when a woman 
is taking estrogen in amounts that cause 
fluid retention, this will contribute to 
breast enlargement. 


The skin over the breast, the fiberous 


tissues, ligaments and tendons can all be 
stretched. Literally that is what happens 
when the breast is filled with milk. Then 
after a period of nursing the repeatedly 
stretched breast is apt to be less firm 
and clastic after 
the milk-producing 


stage is over. Once stretched, the tissues

may not snap back to their previous elas- 
tic, firm state. 


The glands that produce milk enlarge 


under the influence of hormones. This is 
how the breasts prepare to nurse a baby. 
The glands diminish in size and the milk- 
producing function ceases when the hor- 
mones stop being formed in sufficient 
amount to suport the glandular tissues. 


ONE REASON for avoiding obesity in 


the 
first place is to prevent over- 


stretching of the breast with fat tissue. It 
is common for the breasts to sag when 
fat is lost. 


Wearing a brassiere helps to prevent 


sagging breasts. It helps to avoid over- 
stretching of the tendons, ligaments and 
fiberous tissue in the breasts. This is es- 
pecially true in women with 
ample 


breasts and less important in women 
with very small breasts. Remember al- 
ways that the breast is not a muscle and 
you want to avoid overstretching its elas- 
tic tissues if you want to avoid sag. This 


is entirely different from wearing a 
girdle. The stomach muscles will get 
weaker if they aren't used and a girdle 
can contribute to the problem. But that 
is because muscles are involved, and 
since the breasts are not muscles, a 
brassiere won't have the same effect. 


The exercises you should use arc those 


that build up the muscles behind the 
breast. They push what you have for- 
ward. These are the infinite variety of 
exercises using the arms and chest mus- 
cles. The exercises that improve posture 
also are important. Use the exercises for 
keeping the shoulders back and the chest 
out. That means strengthening the mus- 
cles between the shoulders. These ex- 
ercises don't enlarge the breast but 
merely improve the setting to your ad- 
vantage.

Icing may have 
caused plane to 
go clown: officials 


Investigators speculated Monday that 


the crash of a twin-engine plane Thurs- 
day night at Palwaukee Airport may 
have been caused by the weather. 


Investigators who examined the crash 


site and wreckage said they found no 
mechanical problems, and suggested the 
accident may have been caused by ice 
and snow on the plane's wings. 


Two investigators from the General 


Aviation District Office at DuPage Coun- 
ty Airport gathered information that will 
be sent to the National Transportation 
Safety Board office in DCS Plaines. The 
information will be analyzed and sent to 
the safety board's offices in Waslu'ngton, 
D.C., for an official report, due in about 
six months. 


The investigators hope to interview the 


plane's pilot, William Kilpatrick of West 
Memphis, Ark., who has been in critical 
condition hi Holy Family Hospital, DCS 
Plaines, since the crash. The co-pilot, Ste- 
ven Johnson, also of West Memphis, suf- 
fered minor injuries. The plane crashed 
shortly alter taking off from Palwaukee 
during a snowstorm, and struck a green- 
house near the airport.

Picasso sculpture draws 
mixed unveiling reviews 


She's naked, all right. 
The scaffold was taken off the suburban Picasso Mon- 


day and there she sat for all the world to see — Picasso's 
"The Bather" at the Gould Center in Rolling Meadows. 


Gould Inc. officials and Norwegian artist Carl Nesjar, 


who sandblasted the details of the concrete sculpture of a 
naked woman, were on hand for the unveiling. So were 
hundreds of employes of the Gould Center, Northwest 
Tollway and Golf Road, who will view the work five days 
a week. Their review of the Picasso original sculpture 
was mixed. 


"My initial response was negative, but the more I see 


of it, it grows on you," said Rosalie Olivo, executive sec- 
retary, who can view the sculpture out of her office win- 
dow. 


A fellow worker was less enthusiastic. "It's very good 


publicity and the engineering is very impressive. But I 
really don't care for the way it looks. I prefer a more 
realistic look. Does your wife look like that? I hope not. 
Neither does mine." said a man who wanted to remain 
anonymous. 


PLANS FOR THE Rolling Meadows Picasso began 


more than a year ago, when Gould announced it had 
secured the rights to the 30-foot concrete work designed 
by the late Spanish artist Pablo Picasso. 


The Rolling Meadows Picasso originally was to have 


been built on the grounds of the Louisiana Museum near 
Copenhagen, Denmark, until the museum's director 
turned the rights over to Gould, a manufacturer of elec- 
tronic and automotive components. The company then re- 
tained Nesjar who has collaborated with Picasso since

'Witnesses against me lying': Fulle 


County Republican Chairman Floyd T. 


Fulle branded as "liars" Monday three 
main government witnesses in the ex- 
tortion, tax fraud and perjury cose 
against him. 


"Somewhere out there ore human 


beings and citizens that know that Tom 
Origcr, William Adams and Joseph Zlzzo 
are liars," Fulle said at a press confer- 
ence. 


He called on "every person who has 


Information about zoning fraud, con- 
nivance, tax cheating, fixing and bribe- 
ry" in Cook County to come to his de- 
fense. 


The press conference represented the 


apparent beginning of a campaign by 
Fulle to fight the charges against him 
publicly and denounce the U.S. Attor- 
ney's case against him. 


"I Intend to fight back, not just for my- 


self and my family but because we 
have a new ethic in this country that 
will destroy us If we don't fight. The 
prosecutors, allied with the liars, the tax 
cheats, the building connivers, the zoning 
fixers and the immunity seekers are the 
new heroes for the new morality," Fulle 
said. 


AN EIGHT-COUNTY indictment re- 


Floyd 
Fulle 


turned Feb. 13 by a federal grand Jury 
charges Fulle, a county commissioner, 
with receiving $40,000 In payoffs from 
Origer and Adams for county zoning. 
Fulle also was charged with lying to the 
grand jury about the price of a Florida 
vacation home purchased from Zizzo. 


O r i g e r , an apartment developer; 


Adams, a plumbing contractor; and Zlz- 
zo, a banker and former Harwood 
Heights Village president; were all de- 
scribed by Fulle as his one-time friends. 


Fulle said Information about the three 


could "involve their credibility." 


"We can't elaborate on what we're 


looking for" said William Jacobs, Fulle's 
attorney. "But, when the government 
calls witnesses, they vouch they will be 
telling the truth." 


Fulle said his friendship with Origer 


ended In the "early 70s when we took 
opposite viewpoints on building prac- 
tices. I met Joe Zizzo when I became a 
member of the Parkway Bank and Trust 
Co. (Hanvood Heights) board. I've 
known Bill Adams for a number of 
years." 


FULLE CALLED a press conference in 


DCS Plaines to protest federal prose- 
cutors' unwillingness to disclose evidence 
in the case. "The government has turned 
off the faucet on us. This Is not the 
American way," he said. 


Attorneys for Fulle began filing a 


series of motions Monday to "test the 
indictments and to seek information 
about government witnesses and the fed- 
eral charges," Jacobs said. A hearing on 
the motions is scheduled April 4 before 
U.S. District Court Judge Abraham L. 
Marovitz. 


After two meetings with federal prose- 


cutors, Fulle's attorneys have been 


unable to determine when or where the 
alleged payoffs occurred, what state- 
ments Origcr, Izzo or Adams have given 
prosecutors and who the other prose- 
cution witnesses are. 


"The government says that in their en- 


tire investigation, they have not found 
any evidence favorable to me," Fulle 
said. The dates and places of the alleged 
payoffs are important, Fulle said, be- 
cause "if 1 happened to be in Nassau on 
that day then that part of the case 
wouldn't get to trial. 


JACOBS AND FULLE disclosed that a 


Fulle defense fund may be established. 
"A guy can end up in hock the rest of his 
life, even if he's innocent" when defend- 
ing against a federal indictment, Fullo 
said. 


Fulle criticized the Chicago news 


media, for "unfair coverage" of the in- 
dictment, and township committeemen 
who have demanded his resignation as 
county GOP chairman. 


Only eight of 80 committeemen are 


"making the resignation noise," he said 
while adding that at least a dozen com- 
mitteemen will resign if he steps down. 


Fulle last week began a leave of ab-

Builders must give cash or land: oiiicial 
Tough stand sought on donations

authority to pass an ordinance requiring 
cash donations. He said the village 
should not enact such a measure until it 
reaches a population of 25,000 and is 
granted home-rule powers. 


Although Napcrville now is a home-

A 
spokesman for the Naperville city clerk 
said Monday the ordinance was reen- 


acted in 1972 when the community be- 
came home-rule. 


Naperville's ordinance is being con- 


tested In court by the Homebuilders 
Assn. of Greater Chicago and several de- 
velopers. 


A DuPage County Circuit Court judge 


upheld the Naperville ordinance last 
year, but the case is being appealed to 
a higher court.

Crime compensation 


What are the major changes In the Illi- 


nois Crime Victims Compensation Act? 


Any person related to the victim of a 


crime of violence, even tough he was 
not dependent on the victim for his sup- 
port, is now eligible for reimbursement 
of funeral and medical expenses which 
he paid for the victim. Another amend- 
ment authorizes the filing of claims for 
as little as $200. 


HAMER SAID HE WOULD hesitate to 


recommend passage of such an ordi- 
nance in a non-homc-rule community, 
such as Wheeling, because state statutes 
do not give municipalities that authority. 


"We have the statutory authority to 


designate school and park sites," he 
said. "But we have no statutory author- 
ity to exact money from developers. 


"My feeling is if you don't have the 


statutory authority, you don't enact It," 
he said. "Maybe I'm being overly 
cautious, but I don't need the roof to fall 
in on me." 


Hamer said that although the village 


docs not have an ordinance similar to 
Naperville's, it does require developers 
to "make peace" with the park and 
school districts before giving approval. 


"We get the same results as the. Na- 


perville ordinance and we're able to do it 
within the law," Hamer said. "We are 
indirectly requiring the same thing as 
the Naperville ordinance without passing 
an ordinance." 


PHILLIPS SAID THAT while the park 


district has received some donations 
from builders, the donations have been 
sporadic and of little benefit. He said he 
favors the adoption of a policy that 
would set down a formula that every de- 
veloper would be required to meet. 


In addition to Naperville, 
Buffalo 


Grove, Arlington Heights and Elk Grove 
Village require land or cash donations 
from builders either by ordinance, reso- 
lution or as a village policy. 


The park board has directed its attor- 


ney to review the legality of various al- 
ternatives that would insure donations 
from builders and report his findings to 
village and park officials. 


The citizens' committee looking into

Antique dealer 
has something 
to crow about

Local antique dealers beware: the U.S. 


government will get you for selling 
stuffed migratory birds. 


The odds are that most antique shop 


owners like Connie Blanchcttc of Des 
Plaines are unaware of the Migratory 
Bird Treaty Act of 1918 that prohibits the 
sale of migratory birds. 


Ignorance of the law is no excuse, say 


spokesmen for the Dept. of Interior, 
which recently seized 27 stuffed birds 
from two shops run by Mrs. Blanchette 
in the northern McHcnry County town of 
Richmond. 


Mrs. Blanchette, 42, Is faced with pay- 


ing a $230 fine or appearing before a U.S. 
magistrate. She has chosen to go to court 
to regain possession of the birds, saying 
the birds were killed before 1918 so the 
law docs not apply. 


THE ANTIQUE DEALER said she 


purchased 25 stuffed song birds from an 
elderly Minnesota gentleman. The two 
larger birds, a common loon and a 
double-crested Cormorant, she obtained 
from the estate left about 20 years ago 
by a Morton Grove man. 


"There's no doubt in my mind that 


these birds were killed before 1918," Mrs. 
Blanchette said. "I didn't kill them and I 
have no desire to sec any birds or ani- 
mals killed. These arc antique birds and 
to preserve antiques Is my major con- 
cern." 


A special agent of the Dcpt. of Interior, 


Bureau of Sport Fisheries and Wildlife, 
Roscmont, said the law is the law and 
Mrs. Blnnchcttc broke it. 


"Being in business, she (Mrs. Blan- 


chette) should have made Inquiry to find 
out that she couldn't have these things," 
he said. "Ordinarily, the general public 
isn't aware that the only way to even 
have these birds is to go out and shoot 
them legally with a permit yourself, but 
a person in business should be a little 
more knowing." 


"I wasn't even born in 1918," Mrs. 


Blanchcttc countered. "Never in my 42 
years have I had occasion to learn about 
this law. If I had known about it, I never 
would have had them in my shop." 


ADMITTING THAT Mrs. Blanchette 


and others would probably not find out 
about the 1918 law unless they called the 
Roscmont 
office 
or 
the state con- 


servation agency, the agent said, 
"It's 


too bad, but we have to draw the line 
somewhere. We can't let one person 
break the law and not let somebody else. 
Most people will take the time to find out 
If Ihey really want to."

County Republican Chairman Floyd T. 


Fulle branded as "liars" Monday three 
main government witnesses in the ex- 
torUon, tax fraud and perjury cose 
against him. 


"Somewhere out there are human 


beings and citizens that know that Tom 
Orlgcr, William Adams and Joseph Zizzo 
are liars," Fulle said at a press confer- 
ence. 


Ho called on "every person who has 


Information about zoning fraud, con- 
nivance, tax cheating, fixing and bribe- 
ry" in Cook County to come to his de- 
fense. 


The press conference represented the 


apparent beginning of n campaign by 
Fullo to fight the charges against him 
publicly and denounce the U.S. Attor- 
ney's case against him. 


"I intend to fight back, not just for my- 


self and my family but because we 
have a new ethic in this country that 
will destroy us if we don't fight. The 
prosecutors, allied with tho liars, the tax 
cheats, the building connivcrs, the zoning 
fixers and tho immunity seekers are the 
new heroes for the new morality," Fulle 
said. 


AN EIGHT-COUNTY indictment re- 


Floyd 
Fulle 


turned Feb. 13 by a federal grand jury 
charges Fulle, a county commissioner, 
with receiving $40,000 in payoffs from 
Origer and Adams for county zoning. 
Fulle also was charged with lying to the 
grand jury about the price of a Florida 
vacation home purchased from Zizzo. 


O r i g e r , an apartment developer; 


Adams, a plumbing contractor; and Ziz- 
zo, a banker and former 
Harwood 


Heights Village president; were all de- 
scribed by Fulle as his one-time friends. 


Fulle said information about the three 


could "involve their credibility." 


"We can't elaborate on what \ .'re 


looking for" said William Jacobs, Fulle's 
attorney. "But, when the government 
calls witnesses, they vouch they will be 
telling the truth." 


Fulle said his friendship with Origcr 


ended in the "early 70s when we took 
opposite viewpoints on building prac- 
tices. I met Joe Zizzo when I became a 
member of the Parkway Bank and Trust 
Co. (Harwood Heights) board. 
I've 


known Bill Adams for a number of 
years." 


FULLE CALLED a press conference in 


DCS Plaines to protest federal prose- 
cutors' unwillingness to disclose evidence 
in the case. "The government has turned 
off the faucet on us. This is not the 
American way," he said. 


Attorneys for Fulle began filing a 


series of motions Monday to "test the 
indictments 
and to seek information 


about government witnesses and the fed- 
eral charges," Jacobs said. A hearing on 
the motions is scheduled April 4 before 
U.S. District Court Judge Abraham L. 
Marovitz. 


After two meetings with federal prose- 


cutors, Fulle's attorneys have been 


unable to determine when or where the 
alleged payoffs occurred, what state- 
ments Origer, Izzo or Adams have given 
prosecutors and who the other prose- 
cution witnesses are. 


"The government says that in their en- 


tire investigation, they have not found 
any evidence favorable to me," Fulle 
said. The dates and places of the alleged 
payoffs are important, Fulle said, be- 
cause "if I happened to be in Nassau on 
that day then that part of the case 
wouldn't pet to trial. 


JACOBS AND FULLE disclosed that a 


Fulle defense fund may be established. 
"A guy can end up in hock the rest of his 
life, even if he's innocent" when defend- 
ing against a federal indictment, Fulle 
said. 


Fulle criticized the 
Chicago 
news 


media, for "unfair coverage" of the in- 
dictment, and township committeemen 
who have demanded his resignation as 
county GOP chairman. 


Only eight of 80 commilteemen are 


"making the resignation noise," he said 
while adding that at least a dozen com- 
mitteemen will resign if he steps down. 


Fulle last week began a leave of ab- 


sence as GOP chairman. 


Supreme Court to rule on case? 
City may appeal ruling on billboards 


DCS Plaines officials probably will ap- 


peal an Illinois Appellate Court decision 
that the city's ordinance outlawing bill- 
boards Is unconstitutional. 


Aid. Alan Abrams, 8th, chairman of 


the city council's city code and judiciary 
committee, said Monday he expects his 
committee to recommend that tho case 
be taken to the Illinois Supreme Court to 
seek a reversal of the appellate court de- 
cision. 


The appellate court handed down a de- 


cision last week that stated that the city 
could not ban billboards solely because 
of esthetic reasons. 


Abrams said he believes the esthetic 


argument was the sole basis for the 
city's defense of an ordinance declaring 
all off-premise signs illegal. 


ADRAMS SAID a number of billboards 


were removed after the ordinance was 
approved, but Foster and Kleiser Co., 


one of the nation's largest outdoor adver- 
tising companies, filed a lawsuit chal- 
lenging the new law. 


The company erected the signs, pri- 


marily along River Road, in the early 
1960s, when the land was still part of 
Maine Township. When the city annexed 
the property in 1969, it ordered the com- 
pany to remove the signs. 


The three-judge appellate court panel 
ruled the city could not prohibit the con- 


tinued use of the billboards for merely 
esthetic reasons. 


Some attorneys have indicated the rul- 


ing could have a major effect on efforts 
by municipalities to prohibit many types 
of signs. 


Abrams said his committee will have 


to meet to discuss the appellate court 
decision and seek city council approval 
before a final decision is made to appeal 
the appellate court decision.

U. S.-funded 
seniors units 
ready by May

The federally subsidized Village Grove 


Apartments for senior citizens under con- 
struction in Elk Grove Village are ex- 
pected to be ready for occupancy In May 
or .Tune, several months behind schedule. 


Eugene Callahan, vice president of M. 


Meyers and Associates Inc., developers, 
said bad weather and delays in the in- 
stallation of electrical lines hampered 
progress on the 300-unit project on Ar- 
lington Heights Road, south of the Grove 
Shopping Center. 


Callahan earlier anticipated the first 


rental units on the west side of the devel- 
opment on Wellington Avenue would be 
completed by last January. 


"In a couple of weeks, we plan to send 


out applications and brochures to the 
people who have inquired about apart- 
ments and we'll process them shooting 
for a June 1 occupancy date, but hopeful- 
ly, it will be more like May l or May 
15," Callahan said. 


MOKE THAN 700 persons have ex- 


pressed interest in renting Village Grove 
apartments, which arc being built with a 
low-interest mortgage of $4.5 million 
from the U.S. Dcpt. of Housing and Ur- 
ban Development. Another 80 units In the 
project were subsidized through a second 
federal program. 


Under the rent-subsidy program, 80 ef- 


ficiency or studio units will be rented to 
low-income persons, older than 62, at 
rents ranging from $60 to $116 a month. 
Low income is defined as less than $4,900 
for one person and less than $5,600 for 
two persons in the same family. 


The rest of the units will rent from $158 


to $172 a month. 


Callahan said although he docs not be- 


lieve construction delays will affect the 
rent schedule, the rates may have to be 
raised depending on the mortgage-inter- 
est rate. 


THE FEDERAL funds being used to 


finance the project are administered 
through the Illinois Housing Development 
Authority. Callahan said the agency has 
not informed the builders what the per- 
manent mortgage-interest rate will be. 


"I think the rents will stay the same, 


but it depends on IHDA," he said. "We 
just have to wait and see what our per- 
manent interest rate will be." 


Callahan said the developers will con-

County Republican Chairman Floyd T. 


Fulle branded as "liars" Monday three 
main government witnesses in the ex- 
tortion, tax fraud and perjury case 
against him. 


"Somewhere out there are human 


beings and citizens that know that Tom 
Origcr, William Adams and Joseph Zizzo 
arc liars," Fullo said at a press confer- 
ence. 


Ho called on "every person who has 


information about zoning fraud, con- 
nivance, tax cheating, fixing and bribe- 
ry" In Cook County to come to his de- 
fense. 


The press conference represented the 


apparent beginning of a campaign by 
Fulle to fight the charges against him 
publicly and denounce the U.S. Attor- 
ney's case against him. 


"I intend to fight back, not just for my- 


self and my family but because we 
have a new ethic in this country that 
will destroy us If wo don't fight. The 
prosecutors, allied with the liars, the tax 
cheats, the building connivcrs, the zoning 
fixers and tho immunity seekers arc the 
new heroes for the new morality," Fulle 
said. 


AN EIGHT-COUNTY indictment re- 


Floyd

turned Feb. 13 by a federal grand jury 
charges Fulle, a county commissioner, 
with receiving $40,000 in payoffs from 
Origer and Adams for county zoning. 
Fulle also was charged with lying to the 
grand jury about the price of a Florida 
vacation home purchased from Zizzo. 


O r i g c r , an apartment developer; 


Adams, a plumbing contractor; and Ziz- 
zo, a banker and former Harwood 
Heights Village president; were all de- 
scribed by Fulle as his one-time friends. 


Fulle said information about the three 


could "involve their credibility." 


"We can't elaborate on what we're 


looking for" said William Jacobs, Fulle's 
attorney. "But, when the government 
calls witnesses, they vouch they will be 
telling the truth." 


Fulle said his friendship with Origer 


ended in the "early 70s when we took 
opposite viewpoints on building prac- 
tices. I met Joe Zizzo when I became a 
member of the Parkway Bank and Trust 
Co. (Harwood Heights) board. I've 
known Bill Adams for a number of 
years." 


FULLE CALLED a press conference in 


DCS Plaines to protest federal prose- 
cutors' unwillingness to disclose evidence 
in the case. "The government has turned 
off the faucet on us. This is not the 
American way," he said. 


Attorneys for Fulle began filing a 


series of motions Monday to "test the 
indictments and to seek information 
about government witnesses and the fed- 
eral charges," Jacobs said. A hearing on 
the motions Is scheduled April 4 before 
U.S. District Court Judge Abraham L. 
Marovitz. 


After two meetings with federal prose- 


cutors, Fulle's attorneys 
have been 


unable to determine when or where tho 
alleged payoffs occurred, what state- 
ments Origer, Izzo or Adams have given 
prosecutors and who the other prose- 
cution witnesses are. 


"The government says that in their en- 


tire investigation, they have not found 
any evidence favorable to me," Fulle 
said. The dates and places of the alleged 
payoffs are important, Fulle said, be- 
cause "if I happened to be in Nassau on 
that day then that part of the case 
wouldn't pet to trial. 


JACOBS AND FULLE disclosed that a 


Fulle defense fund may be established. 
"A guy can end up in hock the rest of his 
life, even if he's innocent" \\hen defend- 
ing against a federal indictment, Fulle 
said. 


Fulle criticized the Chicago news 


media, for "unfair coverage" of the in- 
dictment, and township committeemen 
who have demanded his resignation as 
county GOP chairman.

"making the resignation noise," he said 
while adding that at least a dozen com- 
mitteemen will resign if he steps down.

Antique dealer can crow about this

Local antique dealers beware: the U.S. 


government will get you for selling 
stuffed migratory birds. 


The odds arc that most antique shop 


owners like Connie Blanchcttc of DCS 
Plaines are unaware of the Migratory 
Bird Treaty Act of 1918 that prohibits the 
sale of migratory birds. 


Ignorance of the law is no excuse, say 


spokesmen for the Dcpt. of Interior, 
which recently seized 27 stuffed birds 
from two shops run by Mrs. Blanchcttc 
in the northern McHcnry County town of 
Richmond. 


Mrs. Blanchctte, 42, is faced with pay- 


Ing a $230 fine or appearing before a U.S. 
magistrate. She has chosen to go to court 
to regain possession of the birds, saying 
the birds were killed before 1918 so the 
law docs not apply. 


THE ANTIQUE DEALER said she 


purchased 25 stuffed song birds from an 
elderly Minnesota gentleman. The two 
larger birds, a common loon and a 
double-crested Cormorant, she obtained 
from the estate left about 20 years ago 
by a Morton Grove man. 


"There's no doubt in my mind that 


these birds were killed before 1918," Mrs. 
Blanchctto said. "I didn't kill them and I 
have no desire to sec any birds or ani- 
mals killed. These arc antique birds and 
to preserve antiques Is my major con- 
cern." 


A special agent of the Dcpt. of Interior, 


Bureau of Sport Fisheries and Wildlife, 
Roscmont, said the law is the law and 
Mrs. Blanchctte broke it.

Investigators speculated Monday that 


the crash of a twin-engine plane Thurs- 
day night at Palwaukee Airport may 
have been caused by the weather. 


Investigators who examined the crash 


site and wreckage said they found no 
mechanical problems, and suggested the 
accident may have been caused by ice 
and snow on the plane's wings. 


Two investigators from the General 


Aviation District Office at DuPage Coun- 
ty Airport gathered information that will 
be sent to the National Transportation 
Safety Board office in Des Plaines. The 
information will be analyzed and sent to 
the safety board's offices in Washington, 
D.C., for an official report, due in about 
six months. 


The investigators hope to interview the

Copenhagen, Denmark, until the museum's director 
turned the rights over to Gould, a manufacturer of elec- 
tronic and automotive components.

'Witnesses against me lying': Fulle 


County Republican Chairman Floyd T. 


Fulle branded as "liars" Monday three 
main government witnesses in the ex- 
tortion, tax fraud and perjury case 
against him. 


"Somewhere out there are human 


beings and citizens that know that Tom 
Origcr, William Adams and Joseph Zlzzo 
are liars," Fulle said at a press confer- 
ence. 


He called on "every person who has 


information about zoning fraud, con- 
nivance, tax cheating, fixing and bribe- 
ry" in Cook County to come to his de- 
fense. 


The press conference represented the 


apparent beginning of a campaign by 
Fulle to fight the charges against him 
publicly and denounce the U.S. Attor- 
ney's case against him. 


"I intend to fight back, not just for my- 


self and my family but because we 
have a new ethic in this country that 
will destroy us if we don't fight. The 
prosecutors, allied with the liars, the tax 
cheats, the building contrivers, the zoning 
fixers and the immunity seekers are the 
new heroes for the new morality," Fulle 
said. 


AN EIGHT-COUNTY indictment re- 


Floyd 
Fulle 


turned Feb. 13 by a federal grand jury 
charges Fulle, a county commissioner, 
with receiving $40,000 in payoffs from 
Origer and Adams for county zoning. 
Fulle also was charged with lying to the 
grand jury about the price of a Florida 
vacation home purchased from Zizzo. 


O r i g e r , an apartment developer; 


Adams, a plumbing contractor; and Ziz- 
zo, a banker and former Hanvood 
Heights Village president; were all de- 
scribed by Fulle as his one-time friends. 


Fulle said information about the three 


could "involve their credibility." 


"We can't elaborate on what we're 


looking for" said William Jacobs, Fullc's 
attorney. "But, when the government 
calls witnesses, they vouch they will be 
telling the truth." 


Fulle said his friendship with Oriper 


ended in the "early 70s when we took 
opposite viewpoints on building prac- 
tices I met Joe Zizzo when I became a 
member of the Parkway Bank and Trust 
Co. (Hanvood 
Heights) board. I've 


known Bill Adams for a number of 
years." 


FULLE CALLED a press conference in 


Des Plaines to protest federal prose- 
cutors' unwillingness to disclose evidence 
in the case. "The government has turned 
off the faucet on us. This is not the 
American way," he said. 


Attorneys for Fulle began filing a 


series of motions Monday to "test tiie 
indictments and to seek information 
about government witnesses and the fed- 
eral charges," Jacobs said. A hearing on 
the motions is scheduled April 4 before 
U.S. District Court Judge Abraham L. 
Marovitz. 


After two meetings with federal prose- 


cutors, Fulle's attorneys have been 


unable to determine when or where the 
alleged payoffs occurred, what state- 
ments Origcr, Izzo or Adams have pi\cn 
prosecutors and \\lio the other prose- 
cution witnesses are. 


"The government says that in their en- 


tire investigation, they ha\e not found 
any evidence favorable to me," Fulle 
iaid The dates and place-, of the alleged 
payoffs are important. Fulle said, bc- 
caii<e "if I happened to be in Nassau on 
that day then that part of the case 
wouldn't pet to trial. 


JACORS AND FULLE disclosed that a 


Fulle defense fund may be established. 
"A guy can end up in hock the rest of liis 
life, even if he's innocent" when defend- 
ing against a federal indictment, Fulle 
said. 


Fulle criticized the Chicago news 


media, for "unfair coverage" of the in- 
dictment, and township committecmen 
who have demanded his resignation as 
county GOP chairman. 


Only eight of HO committcemcn are 


"making the resignation noise," ho said 
while adding that at least a dozen com- 
mitteemen will resign if he steps down. 


Fulle last week began a leave of ab- 


sence as GOP chairman.

"some kind of positive statement as to 
just where the city stands" financially, 
lie would seek "a public report from the 
treasurer, or something like that," he 
said. He noted conflicting assessments of 
the city's financial condition by other 
candidates. "The city seems to be unsure

Seniors9 cut-rate bus fares before city 


An ordinance amendment permitting 


reduced-fare bus service for senior citi- 
zens living in the Palatine Township por- 
tion of Rolling Meadows will be pre- 
sented to the city council at 8 p.m. today. 


The Palatine Township Council on the 


Aged has sought city permission to pro- 
vide the bus service since early last fall, 
but technicalities in city ordinances 
would have made the program illegal. 


Icing may have 
caused plane to 
go down: officials 


Investigators speculated Monday that 


the crash of a twin-engine plane Thurs- 
day night at Palwaukee Airport may 
have been caused by the weather. 


Investigators who examined the crash 


site and wreckage said they found no 
mechanical problems, and suggested the 
accident may have been caused by ice 
and snow on the plane's wings. 


Two investigators from the General 


Aviation District Office at DuPoge Coun- 
ty Airport gathered information that will 
be sent to the National Transportation 
.Safety Board office in Des Plaines. The 
information will be analyzed and sent to 
the safety board's offices in Washington, 
D.C., for an official report, due in about 
. six months. 


The Investigators hope to interview the 


plane's pilot, William Kilpatrick of West 
Memphis, Ark., who has been in critical 
condition in Holy Family Hospital, DCS 
Plaines, since the crash. The co-pilot, Ste- 
ven Johnson, also of West Memphis, suf- 
fered minor injuries. The plane crashed 
shortly after talcing off from Palwaukee 
during a snowstorm, and struck a green- 
house near the airport 


The township council now provides the 
service to township senior citizens living 
outside city limits.

County Republican Chairman Floyd T. 


Fulle branded as "liars" Monday three 
main government witnesses in tho ex- 
tortion, tax fraud and perjury case 
against him.

The 
prosecutors, allied with the liars, the tax 
cheats, the building connivcrs, the zoning 
fixers and the immunity seekers are the 
new heroes for the new morality," Fulle 
said.

County Republican Chairman Floyd T. 


Fulle branded as "liars" Monday three 
main government witnesses in the ex- 
tortion, tax fraud and perjury case 
against him. 


"Somewhere out there arc human 


beings and citizens that know that Tom 
Origcr, William Adams and Joseph Zizzo 
are liars," Fulle said at a press confer- 
ence. 


He called on "every person who has 


information about zoning fraud, con- 
nivance, tax cheating, fixing and bribe- 
ry" In Cook County to come to his de- 
fense. 


The press conference represented the 


apparent beginning of a campaign by 
Fulle to fight the charges against him 
publicly and denounce the U.S. Attor- 
ney's case against him. 


"I intend to fight back, not just for my- 


self and my family but because we 
have a new ethic In this country that 
will destroy us if we don't fight. The 
prosecutors, allied with the liars, the tax 
cheats, the building connlvers, the zoning 
fixers and the immunity seekers are the 
new heroes for the new morality," Fulle 
said. 


AN EIGHT-COUNTY indictment re-

turned Feb. 13 by a federal grand jury 
charges Fulle, a county commissioner, 
with receiving $40,000 in payoffs from 
Origer and Adams for county zoning. 
Fulle also was charged with lying to the 
grand jury about the price of a Florida 
vacation home purchased from Zizzo. 


O r i g e r , an apartment developer; 


Adams, a plumbing contractor; and Ziz- 
zo, a banker and former Harwood 
Heights Village president; were all de- 
scribed by Fulle as his one-time friends.

Monday night to the Illinois Commerce 
Commission about what they described 
nt the poor quality of water and sower 
service provided by Citizens Utilities Co 


The protest came during an ICC hear- 


ing at Prospect 11 lull School on the quali- 
ty of the company's service. 


Resident* told a three-man ICC hear- 


ing panel about water, which they said 
somctlmci ranged from gray to red, and 
about oil slicks, sand and foul odors 
which they said frequently plague the 
water In their houses. 


0 T H E It WITNESSES complained 


about billing procedures, saying they 
were charged incorrectly for water and 
sower service. Citizens Utilities serves 
about 2,300 homes In northeast Mount 
Prospect and 500 homes in unincorpo- 
rated Wavclndon Park near DCS Plaincs. 


The ICC called Monday night's hearing 


after receiving numerous complaints 
about service and rate increases. 


'Tic lived in a number of places in the 


past few years, including three foreign 
countries, and have never encountered 
water as bad as this." said Wanda Hen- 
son, 510 Gnruootl A\e., Mount Ptospcct. 


She said that before installing a water 


softener in her home, an "oil slick would 
form in toilets and in pitchers containing 
water." 


MOKE THAN A dozen witnesses told 


the hearing officers about continuous 
problems with odd-colored water and 
other odors. William Jacobson, 1907 
Wood Ln., Mount Prospect, said, "I 
thought the odor was coming from my 
drains so I cleaned them, but that didn't 
solve the problem." He said the water 
smelted like "rotten eggs." 


Mount Prospect Trustee Marie L. Cay- 


lor was critical of the company's per- 
formance during a water-main break last 
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fall. She said village officials had to man 
"every available telephone" to inform 
residents to boil water because of the 
break. 


She also charged the company was 


being less lhan cooperative with a study 
being conducted by the village to deter- 
mine if there arc any deficiencies in the 
water system. 


John VamlerVries, an attorney for the 


utility company, disputed this claim, but 
Mrs. Caylor produced a letter from a 
company official saying certain tests en- 
gineers wanted to make would have to be 
done between 10 p.m. and -I a m. She 
suggested this was an example of the un- 
cooperative attitude shown by the com- 
pany.

'Witnesses against me lying': Fulle 


County Republican Chairman Floyd T. 


Fulle branded as "liars" Monday three 
main government witnesses in the ex- 
tortion, tax fraud and perjury case 
against him. 


"Somewhere out there are human 


beings and citizens that know that Tom 
Origcr, William Adams and Joseph Zizzo 
are liars," Fulle said at a press confer- 
ence. 


He called on "every person who has 


information about zoning fraud, con- 
nivance, tax cheating, fixing and bribe- 
ry" in Cook County to come to his de- 
fense. 


The press conference represented the 


apparent beginning of a campaign by 
Fulle to fight the charges against him 
publicly and denounce the U.S. Attor- 
ney's case against him. 


"I intend to fight back, not just for my- 


self and my family but because we 
have a new ethic In this country that 
will destroy us if we don't fight. The 
prosecutors, allied with the liars, the tax 
cheats, the building connlvcrs, the zoning 
fixers and the immunity seekers are the 
new heroes for the new morality," Fulle 
said. 


AN EIGHT-COUNTY indictment re-

turned Feb. 13 by a federal grand jury 
charges Fulle, a county commissioner, 
with receiving $40,000 in payoffs from 
Origer and Adams for county zoning. 
Fulle also was charged with lying to the 
grand jury about the price of a Florida 
vacation home purchased from Zizzo. 


O r i g e r , an apartment developer; 


Adams, a plumbing contractor; and Ziz- 
zo, a banker and former Harwood 
Heights Village president; were all de- 
scribed by Fulle as his one-time friends. 


Fulle said information about the three 


could "involve their credibility." 


"We can't elaborate on what we're 


looking for" said William Jacobs, Fulle's 
attorney. "But, when the government 
calls witnesses, they vouch they will be 
telling the truth." 


Fulle said his friendship with Origcr 


ended in the "early 70s when we took 
opposite viewpoints on building prac- 
tices. I met Joe Zizzo when I became a 
member of the Parkway Bank and Trust 
Co. (Harwood Heights) board. I've 
known Bill Adams for a number of 
years." 


FULLE CALLED a press conference in 


Des Plaines to protest federal prose- 
cutors' unwillingness to disclose evidence 
in the case. "The government has turned 
off the faucet on us. This is not the 
American way," he said. 


Attorneys for Fulle began filing a 


series of motions Monday to "test the 
indictments and to seek information 
about government witnesses and the fed- 
eral charges," Jacobs said. A hearing on 
the motions is scheduled April 4 before 
U.S. District Court Judge Abraham L. 
Marovitz. 


After two meetings with federal prose- 


cutors, Fulle's attorneys have been 


unable to determine when or where the 
alleged payoffs occurred, what state- 
ments Origer, Izzo or Adams have given 
prosecutors and who the other prose- 
cution witnesses are. 


"The government says that in their en- 


tire investigation, they have not found 
any evidence favorable to me," Fulle 
said. The dates and places of the alleged 
payoffs are important, Fulle said, be- 
cause "if I happened to be in Nassau on 
that day then that part of the case 
wouldn't get to trial. 


JACOBS AND FULLE disclosed that a 


Fulle defense fund may be established. 
"A guy can end up in hock the rest of his 
life, even if he's innocent" when defend- 
ing against a federal indictment, Fulle 
said. 


Fulle criticized the Chicago news 


media, for "unfair coverage" of the in- 
dictment, and township committeemen 
who have demanded his resignation as 
county GOP chairman. 


Only eight of 80 committeemen are 


"making the resignation noise," be said 
while adding that at least a dozen com- 
mitteemen will resign if he steps down. 


Fulle lost week began a leave of ab- 


sence as GOP chairman.

Arlington Heights bike riders arc being 


encouraged to ride on the sidewalks In- 
stead of major highways in an effort to 
stem the tide of serious and fatal bicycle 
accidents in tlto village. 


The village board's k-g.il committee 


Monday night voted to recommend that 
the village use its home-rule powers to 
countermand a state law that prohibits 
bike riding on sidewalks, and to encour- 
age that sidewalk* he used along busy 
streets. 


The only exception to sidewalk riding 


within the village would be in the down- 
town business district, where bike riders 
could collide with pedestrians. 


"We're coming into the bicycle-riding 


.season nnd this is something uc should 
bring to the attention of residents," Po- 
lice Ciipt. Maurice English -said. 


Tjplciilly every >car In Arlington 


Heights more bike riders arc killed than 
motoriits, English said. 


nUIUNG Till-; SUMMKK of 1973, three 


youngsters were killed on bikes in the 
village. 


The latest to die was 15-year-old 


Christopher Hart, 702 S. Dunton, who 
was struck and killed while riding his 
bike with two friends on Kirchoff Road 
near Dwyer Avenue Feb. 21. 


In referring to the Hart accident, Eng- 


lish said, "Had he been allowed to ride 
on the sidewalk, or instructed to do so, 
wo might have avoided a death." 


Streets where sidewalk riding would be 


encouraged Include Algonquin, Coif, Cen- 
tral, Kirchoff, Rand, Palatine, Arlington 
Heights, Hlntz, Dundee, Wilkc, Buffalo 
Grove, Schoenbcck and Bussc roads, Sig- 
wait Street and Northwest Highway. 


KOK THC MOST PART, police already 


are ignoring local and state laws prohib- 
iting sidewalk bike riding, English said. 
But the police department does get occa- 
sional complaints from residents and pe- 
destrians about bike riders, Most res>i- 
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dents' gripes deal with bike riding across 
lawns, he said. 


Trustee Dave Griffin, a legal com- 


mittee member, said three-quarters of 
the bike riders in the village probably 
have violated the sidewalk-riding ban 
anyway, and that as long as the law is 
not being enforced it should be repealed. 


Merely giving people tho option to ride 


bikes on sidewalks will not by itself solve 
the safety problem, English said, and the 
police department this summer again 
will issue tickets to bike riders who do 
not obey traffic safety laws. 


$5,000 urged 
for interim 
senior center 


The village board's finance committee 


has recommended that $9,000 be spent to 
convert the village-owned house at 408 N. 
Vail Avc. Into a temporary senior citi- 
zens center. 


Though recommended for inclusion in 


the 1075-76 village budget, it Is doubtful 
that the proposed senior center has the 
support of the majority of the full village 
board. Three trustees and Village Pres. 
Ralph H. Clarbour said at last week's 
budget hearing that they did not agree 
with the finance committee's recommen- 
dation. 


As proposed, 408 N. Vail Ave. would 


become the office of a full-time village 
director of senior-citizen programs. El- 
derly residents could use the center for 
counseling and information on legal, 
medical and social services available to 
them. 


However, some members of the village 


board have criticized the proposal as an 
unnecessary duplication of services now 
being provided by Wheeling Township, 
and other governmental agencies. 


"1 wish everyone could get out and 


randomly talk to senior citizens as I 
have," said Trustee Russell H. Colvin, 
who claims the senior center advocated 
by the Arlington Heights Senior Citizen 
Commission is not actually wanted by el- 
derly residents. 


"The senior citizens commission does 


not speak for the majority of senior citi- 
zens," Colvin said. At the March 3 vil- 
lage board meeting, he attacked the 
commission's $64,000 budget request, 
calling it "welfare at the local level." 


TRUSTEE RICHARD DURAVA also is 


critical of the senior citizens commis- 
sion's plans for a center. He says a de- 
tailed survey of senior citizens' needs 
that was taken a year ago by the com- 
mission does not support the request for 
a center. 


Despite the opposition, Trustee Frank 


Palmaticr, finance committee chairman, 
and committee member Trustee Dave 
Griffin voted to approve the allocation 
for a senior center. 


"We have people on the senior citizens 


commission with good credentials, and 
they're telling us this is needed," Palm- 
aticr said. 


Funds totaling $54,900 for hiring a pro- 


gram director, to pay for a reduced fare 
taxi program and to develop the senior 
center are expected to be a topic of con- 
tinued debate when the budget is re- 
viewed by the full village board at its 
next meeting March 17.

been built on the grounds of the Louisiana Museum near 
Copenhagen, 
Denmark, until the museum's director

'Witnesses against me lying': Fulle 


County Republican Chairman Floyd T. 


Fulle branded as "liars" Monday three 
main government witnesses in tho ex- 
tortion, tax fraud and perjury case 
against him. 


"Somewhere out there ore human 


beings and citizens that know that Tom 
Origcr, William Adams and Joseph Zizzo 
arc liars," Fulle said at a press confer- 
ence. 


He called on "every person who has 


information about zoning fraud, con- 
nivance, tax cheating, fixing and bribe- 
ry" in Cook County to come to his de- 
fense. 


The press conference represented the 


apparent beginning of a campaign by 
Fulle to fight the charges against him 
publicly and denounce the U.S. Attor- 
ney's case against him. 


"I intend to fight back, not just for my- 


self and my family but because we 
have a new ethic In this country that 
will destroy us if we don't fight. The 
prosecutors, allied with the liars, the tax 
cheats, the building connivers, the zoning 
fixers and tho immunity seekers are the 
new heroes for the new morality," Fulle 
said. 


AN EIGHT-COUNTY Indictment re- 


Floyd

turned Feb. 13 by a federal grand jury 
charges Fulle, a county commissioner, 
with receiving $40,000 in payoffs from 
Origer and Adams for county zoning. 
Fulle also was charged with lying to the 
grand jury about the price of a Florida 
vacation home purchased from Zizzo. 


O r i g e r , an apartment developer; 


Adams, a plumbing contractor; and Ziz- 
zo, a banker and former Hanvood 
Heights Village president; were all de- 
scribed by Fulle as his one-time friends. 


Fulle said information about tho three 


could "involve their credibility." 


"We can't elaborate on what we're 


looking for" said William Jacobs, Fulle's 
attorney. "But, when the government 
calls witnesses, they vouch they will be 
telling the truth." 


Fulle said his friendship with Origer 


ended in the "early 70s when we took 
opposite viewpoints on building prac- 
tices. I met Joe Zizzo when I became a 
member of the Parkway Bank and Trust 
Co. (Harwood Heights) board. I've 
known Bill Adams for a number of 
years." 


FULLE CALLED a press conference in 


DCS Plaines to protest federal prose- 
cutors' unwillingness to disclose evidence 
in the case. "The government has turned 
off the faucet on us. This is not the 
American way," he said. 


Attorneys for Fulle began filing a 


series of motions Monday to "test the 
indictments and to seek information 
about government witnesses and the fed- 
eral charges," Jacobs said. A hearing on 
the motions is scheduled April 4 before 
U.S. District Court Judge Abraham L. 
Marovitz. 


After two meetings with federal prose- 


cutors, Fulle's attorneys have been 


unable to determine when or where the 
alleged payoffs occurred, what state- 
ments Origcr, Izzo or Adams have given 
prosecutors and vrho the other prose- 
cution witnesses are. 


"The go\ernment says that in their en- 


tire investigation, they have not found 
any evidence favorable to me," Fulle 
said. The dates and places of the alleged 
payoffs are important, Fulle said, be- 
cause "if I happened to be m Nassau on 
that day then that part of the case 
wouldn't get to trial. 


JACOBS AND FULLE disclosed that a 


Fulle defense fund may be established. 
"A guy can end up in hock the rest of his 
life, even if he's innocent" when defend- 
ing against a federal indictment, Fulle 
said. 


Fulle criticized the Chicago news 


media, for "unfair coverage" of the in- 
dictment, and township committeemcn 
who have demanded his resignation as 
county GOP chairman. 


Only eight of 80 committcemen are 


"making the resignation noise," he said 
while adding that at least a dozen com- 
mitteemen will resign if he steps down. 


Fulle last week began a leave of ab- 


sence as GOP chairman.

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economy on a decline, the prospects of 
him returning to work this spring have 
grown dimmer, Mrs, Dore said. 


She said they have had to borrow $500 


from a loan company and $350 from 
Dore's father. The interest payment for 
the commercial company loan is about 
$160 for two years, she added. 


"You get so much in the hole in the 


winter," Mrs. Dore explained. "Now, you 
have to beg for unemployment — it's ri- 
diculous." 


WHAT DORE, his wife and three-year- 


old child have lived on is the temporary 
welfare payments made by Wheeling 
Township. They have received $20 a 
week for food and $113 for their Febru- 
ary portion of the mortgage of the house 
shared between the family and Dore's fa- 
ther. 


Mrs. Dorc said they were ineligible for 


food stamps because they were living in 
the father's home, but she noted all pay- 
ments are split because the father faces 
heavy medical and funeral costs because 
of the recent death of Dore's mother. 


Under unemployment compensation, 


the Dores would be receiving about $99 a 
week. "We can coast along on $99 a 
week, but the $20 from the township is 
hard to live on, and we've had to borrow 
from my father-in-law," Mrs. Dore said. 
"We can't buy things like toilet paper or 
soap. The money has to go for meat and 
food." 


JANE KLATT. director of social ser- 


vices for Wheeling Township, said it was 
not the first time she had heard of unem- 
ployed persons plagued with financial 
troubles because of a welfare computer. 
"There are several cases like that right 
now," Mrs. Klatt noted. 


Delays in welfare payments and waits 
because of appointment backlogs have 
sent applicants to the townships to tide 
them over until the welfare payments or 
food stamps come in. Wheeling, Maine, 
Elk Grove and Schaumburg townships 
have all recorded at least double the gen- 
eral-assistance caseload because of the 
heavy welfare crunch. 


As for Mrs. Dore, she is still waiting 


by the mailbox, waiting for the $700 she 
estimates is owed to the family.
